All stock yards in the 
country, all so-called branch houses 
of the packers used in distributing 
meats, all stock cars and refrigera­ 
tor cars and all ic ing plants along the 
railways. This would leave the pack­ 
ers the lone business of slaughtering 
and skinning. 
The m atter is le u to 
congress to pass the necessary legis­ 
lation. 
The commission holds th a t 
cattle cars, meat cars

the government.
